‘THE INCUBUS OF ILL LUCK.

the successful men, if not having faith 


in their luck, holding at least that for- 


tune is not against them; while the un- 
successful are always convinced of their 
bad luck, and ready to explain any 
blunders or failure of theirs by presen. 
ting that, to them indisputable fact. 
Successful people rejeet, as a rule, 
the idea of luck, just as the unsuocess- 
ful cling to it, and both are directly in- 
fluenced by their egotism or self. love. 
The former wish to think, and do think 
that they owe whatever they have 
achieved to themselves alone, being 
in nowise indebted to the favour of 
circumstance or the fruition of oppor- 
tunity. The latter seek to satisfy them 
selves and others that, in spite of their 
ability and deserving, their affairs have 
turned out badly; that perverse mis 
- chance has ever stepped between them 
and well-earned reward. Successful 


people are the greater egoists, and the 


* 


more offensive sometimes, but th 
are not so unpleasant and nothing like 
so dispiriting in the long run, as the 
unsuccessful, who become after a while 
croakers, complainers, and not infre- 
quently bores. 
He who believes in his ill luck is al. 
ways harping on it; it grows to be his 
hobby, which he rides perpetually at a 
very uncomfortable pace. Deeming it 
necessary to demonstrate on all occa- 
sions how much he deserves, and how 
little he receives, of fortune, he illu- 
strates his accompanying adversity in 
a manner that becomes monotonous 
and tiresome. However we may sym- 
pathise with a man's misfortune at first 
we tire of hearing his endless iteration, 
and finally come to disdain him, who 
makes it a stock subject and parades 
it as an incentive to compassion. He 
who believes himself unlucky is apt to 
be unlucky, largely from such belief, 
and, be the cause what it may, we 
weary of, and eventually shrink from, 
any person uniformly unsuccessful, be- 
cause we construe continued unsuccess 
into evidence of weakness and general 


incapacity. 7 
There is undeniably such a thing as ill 
luck; but it is internal, not external, in- 


dividual, not general, the result of tem- 


perament and habit, not of conditions,

the Wesleyan Church” lauds a mighty name, and lends its energies to give 


prominence to Faith,” ignoring many a principle just as important as faith 
itself; the Baptist Cuurch” seeks and secures sectarian position by giving 
undue prominence to baptism by immersion,” and repudiating, or looking 
upon as secondary, other prindiples established by that authority which gave 
validity to baptism ; the Friends“ wait for and. profess their love for the 
Spirit,” but decry ordinances which are just ‘as much an integral part of a 

revealed and consistent system; the ‘‘ Irvingites” tontend for ‘‘ Apostles and 
Prophets,” and a “fourfold ministry,” yet practice infant sprinkling,” which 
was not established by Apostelship, or given by God’s ministry ; and so 
illustrations might be multiplied until sectarianism was exhausted, to show 
that in a religious sense there is diversity, disunion, separated truths, each in 
themselves good, yet resulting in wasted power, because unsupported by 
neighbor truths which are equally worthy of recognition and necessary for use. 


Truths are numerous, yet truth i is one, one in its origin, that is divine; and 


one in purpose, that is to minister to the development of that which is divine ; 


and in this sense there are no primary or secondary truths, none which can be 


dlassed as essential or as non-essential, every truth posseses its special power 
and fills its special mission, and cannot be superseded or displaced by any 
other, nor can succeeding truths be be successfully applied, when intermediate 


truths are unused, perverted or misapplied ; this conclusion is reached by 


_ realizing that God is a being of order, that in what was known and revealed as 
the Gospel, » He systematized truth and adapted it to all the conditions of 
life, whether inherited or acquired, and that Gospel possesses or has embodied 
vithin it “all trath ; * truths which apply to politics, to social life, to so-called 
‘secular parsuits, as well as tu so-called religious ones, each one in its order, 
each one iu its place, each one in its appropriate time and season; or as Paul 


writes, the body is one and hath many members; and all the members of 


that one body, being many, are one body; If the foot shall say, Because I 
am not the hand I am not of the body; is it therefore not of the body? And 
ik the ear shall say, Because I am not the eye I am not of the body; is it 
therefore not of the body? If the whole body were an eye, where were the 
: hearing ? If the whole were hearing, where were the smelling? But now hath 
God set the members every one of them in the body, as it hath pleased him...... 
And the eye cannot say unto the hand, I have no need of thee, nor again the 
head to the feet, I have no need of you: Nay much more those members of 


the body which seem to be more feeble are necessary” (1 Cor. xii, 12—22). In 
this the whole argument is in favor of the eternal unity and importance of all 


truth, whether individually they may be truths of doctrine, of — or 
of organization. | 


The ignorance or perversion of ‘ie fundamental idea is the curse of the 


nations, it is the fountain from whence has flown in vast volumne aud ever 
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widening stream, strife, division, and sect ; men in the exercise of their agency 
have made their selections from truth, opiuions have been formed as to the 
relative value of truths ; designing men have speculated upon and fostered this 
thirst for the pushing of individual truth, so the unity, harmony, beauty, and 


consistency of undivided truth has been lost from sight; the dependence of 


truth upon truth, truths by natural sequence growing out of each other, inevi. 
table and eternal in their alliance, each preponderating in value only accord. 
ing to their order, in one great chain or one vast system, is utterly foreign to 
the apprehension of this enlightened(?) age. 

If ever the world is redeemed, it may safely be assumed that men and 
institutions will have to return to first principles, they will have to abandon 
the application of partial or divided truth ; social, political, and religious men, 
and reformers, can afford to make a note of this; personal interests as well as 
those more geseral can alone be secured and established upon this basis, 
although theory and experience may appear to point in a different direction ; 
fealty to all truth, and the practical endorsement and application of its several 
principles as fast as received, is the one panacea for mortal ills ; the establish. 
ment of that authority, truly delegated and empowered to administer in 
divine things, enjoying the gift and power of revelation from on high, is the 
only exponent of a system which in all its details can be applied to man, 
solving the complex problems which now bar the way to prosperity and peace, 
and inaugurating a new dispensation or civilization upon the earth. 

When this shall come, with its increasing power, nations and systems shall 
begin to wane, silently and gradually as it shall develop its inherent forces and 
Godegiven power, so shall the spirit which has vitalized the solitary truths of 
a divided house escape from their ‘‘ cribbed, cabined, and confined” surround- 
ings, and mingling with their brother or sister truths, there work in unison 
for that great salvation which is the legitimate product and fruit of all truth. 

When Pilate of old asked, What is truth!“ he ‘‘ waited for an answer,” 
but on another occasion Jesus said, ‘‘I am the way, and the truth, and the 
life“ (John xiv, 6), and it was declared by John that grace and truth came 
by Jesus Christ ;” but sectarianism, fulfilling the prophecy in a figurative: 
sense, have ‘‘ parted his garments among them, and cast lots upon his vesture” 
(Psalms xxii, 18; Matt. xxvii, 35); yet originally his ‘‘ robe of righteousness”

struction of the magnificent Temple 
and elegant Tabernacle, in company of 
Mr. H Grow, general superintendent 
of the works going on in the erection 
of the Tabernacle, from whom we 
learned the following facts in relation 
thereto; 

The length of the Tabernacle is 132 
feet to extreme of recesses and 80 feet 
in width. It will have ample accomo- 
dations to comfortably seat 3,000 per- 
sons. It will be provided with a gal. 
lery around the entire building, in the 
west end of which and immediately be- 
hind and over the stand, arrangements 
will be made forthe choir and the 
organ which was formerly used in the 
old tabernacle. The height from floor 
to ceiling will be 32 feet. In the rear 
of the stands and under the west end 
of the gallery arrangements are made 
for a vestry. There will be a gentle 
rise in the seats from the west towards 
the east end, which will place the au- 
dience in plain view of the speaker’s 
desk. Excellent arrangements, in the

design, are being made for an abun-

There are four entrances or door. 
ways, one in the east and west ends. 
and one in either side, with two flights 
of stairs connected with them to ascend 
tothe galleries.

new being framed, is self-supporting: 
and is being very strongly put together. 
The walls are being built of granite from 
the same quarry as those which consti- 
tute the walls of the Temple, and, as 
a matter of judicious economy, much 
of the waste rock that cannot he uti- 
lized in the latter building is being used 


in the building of these walls. In looking. 


over the plans we were impressed with 
the beauty of the design and the 
admirable taste and skill of the archi- 
tect, Mr. Obed Taylor. 

An elegant tower will be built on the 
centre of the top of the building which 


will ascend 56 feet above the roof. The 
main expense of construction, which 


is estimated at about eighty thousands 
dollars, will be defrayed by voluntary 
donations and labor tithing. Masons 
and carpenters, under an able manage- 


ment, are prosecuting the work with 
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
